About midnight on Monday, what might Late of Barrie, Ont.

James SicKay, a brother of the sufferer, 
who lives on the adjoining farm. On ar- 
riving the neighbors found Mr. McKay 
and the two children lying unconscious 
among a lot of debris, bed. room furniture, 
trunks, dismantled portions of the build- 
ing, etc. The injured ones were taken to 
the residence ef Mr. James McKay, at a 
distance of absut a couple of hundred 
yards from the ruined house. Me lical 
aid was called, and the sufferers were at- 
tended to at about 2.30 o'clock in the 
morning. Mr. McKay was found to have 
received eome injuries to his spine. All 
the family had in the meantime recovered 
consciousness. Mr. McKay vas suffer- 
ing severe pain in the lower portion of 
his back. Myre. McKay had received a 
severe wound of the scalp, from which 
there had been free bleeding. (ne chil 
had also received s wound of the scalp, 
and the younger, a little yirl, had escaped 
with only a few bruises and scratches.

Crops Over The Line.

HARVESTING OF WINTER WHEAT ALREADY 
COMMENCED IN OHIo, 

Chicago, June 24.—The Farmer's Re- 
view, issuedsto-day, says: Harvesting of 
winter wheat has already begun in half of 
the counties of Illinois and Indiana and 
about one-third of Ohio. The yield is 
generally estimated in these states at fif- 
teen to twenty bushels to the acre, a few 
counties repurting as high as twenty-five 
bushels and others again as low as ten 
bushels. In Kentucky harvesting is in 
full blast. The yield is poor, correspond- 
ents generally estimating it from ten to 
tifteen bushels tothe acre, three coun- 
ties being estimated as low as seven to 
eight bushels. In Missouri harvesting is 
about completed, the estimated range be- 
ing from fifteen to twenty-five bushels ; a 
large yield is undoubtedly assured. In 
Kansas harvesting is well under way. 
Estimates give the yie'd at about twenty 
bushels to the acre. Harvesting has not 
yet commenced in Michigan, Wisconsin, 
lowa or Nebraska. The yield in the lat- 
ter state will undoubtedly be very large, 
in the others fairly good. Spring wheat 
in all the northwestern states is reported 
as doing well. Cornis generally report- 
ed as improving in condition and promis- 
| ing from fair tu average crop, Oat pros- 
_ pects are reported poor in Ohio, Illinois 

and Kentucky add only fair in Indiana. 
In other states the average? yie'd is ex- 
pected.
